REPUDIATING AND YET FULFILLING THE LAW. 


igh and noble principlea ofi“ Love thy neighborms chyself,””) ‘Somo of onr friends seem to go into extacies ever the pnb- 
lio repudiation of certaln kinds of marriage ceremonies by 
parties who adopt another ceremony that is equally legal, 
bringing them into matrimony, and under the law regulat- 
Ing it, as inexorably as the rejected ones, and by which they 
live, and try to love, as exclusively as those who are married 
by the God established ceremony of a Catholic priest. Our 
friend, Susie Gilbert, and her companion, in Indiana, had n 
legal trial after their self-constituted marriage ceremony and 
public repudiation of any other party's interference, aud the 
Court decided, as of course it should, that they were legally 
married, and bad married thembelves by declaring they 
loved each other and would live,together. Living together 
as man and wife, and exclusively, had previously been decided 
to be marriage, even though no ceremony of any kind had 
been performed, and the property been decreed to offspring 
accordingly, and that, too, by courts of the highest jurisdic- 
tion. Any ceremony, or no ceremony, brings parties who live 
together as man and wife, ander the marriage laws, where 
there ls no legal barrier to such relation, and where they 
are. exclusive in such relations. This is assumed to constitute 
marriage, and such parties are, under the law in all respects, 
except, perhaps, that part requiring divorce In case of sepa- 
ration, and the ceremonial marriage afterward, aud that haa 
not, to our knowledge, been tried yet or settled by any legal 
decision. When Leo Millerand Mattie Strickland come before 
the public with their deolaration of love and union in life, 
they are us fully married, if there be no legal barrier to their 
marriage, as if they had been married by a bishop and four 
priests in presence of a crowd of witnesses; the law is ful 
filed and its requirements complied with, so what can be 
the difference to them or anybody elae how they get into 
the meshes of the law that makes her his property? To us it 
seems useless to repudiate one form and adopt another with 
the same effect, except so far as it ignores the business and 
office of the magistrate and the clergyman, and the ceremony 
as religious. The law and ita cruel barbarisms will not be put 
down in this way. We must expose ita wickedness, and get 
it repealed and removed from the statate books; but while 
it remains there we are compelled to submit to it or stay out 
of the family relations whioh it attempta to regulate, since it 
assumes control over all parties who live in such relations, 
no matter how they get there. We cannot see that anything 
is gained by the air-line or short route. It seems too much 
like Julia in Byron, who, declaring she “ never would oon- 
sent, consented.” We never have resisted the marriage law 
nor the fugitive slave law, but declare both wicked, cruel and 
wrong, and work for the repeal.

In her hands sho held a smal! open volume, bound in 
scarlet, on which her eyes were fixed as she entered. Ad- 
vancing to the centre of the stage, Mrs, Woodhull raised her 
eyes, and repeated the following words: 


“Kow ye not that ye are the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you? If any man defile the temple 
of God, him shall God destroy; for the temple of God is holy, 
which temple.ye are.’ First Corinthians, third obapter and 
sixteeuth and seventeenth verses,” said Mrs, Woodhull, 
udding: “What? Know ye not that your body is the temple 
of the Holy Ghost, which is in you? sixth ohapter and nine- 
teenth verse., Mrs.SWoodhull then began her lecture, which 
was declamatory and declarative. 


She coudemned modern society and predicted for the pre- 
sent race of men a speedy end. She furnished statistics, 
showing the prevalence of impurity and crime, and attrib- 
uted it all to the fact that mothers had not done thelr duty, 
either by obviating motherhood or by failing to instruct 
their children in'the science of reproduction. 


The ossettial point in the lecturo was, that the existing re- 
lations of the sexes is practically bestial, that the bodies of 
mén.and women instead of being kept pure as templés wor- 
thy of God’s presence, are degraded by unbridled lust into 
pig-styes.

All are familiar with the growth 
of mushrooms, and it i» known that minute fungi cover miles of carth in a few hours. Dr. Carpenter states 
that the Bovista gigantea grows in a single night, from a mere gorm to the size of a large gourd. The Poly 

porus squamosus and Frondorus are equally rapid in growth. Fricke, the Swedish naturalist, observed, more 
two thousand enonios of fangi in a snara furlong He also sw 10.000:900 of snoraies in a sing 
wularia maxima. One spore of the Torula cerevisie or yeast plant will increase to a large foret of fung 
in s fow minutes. Bédham has deseribed over 5,000 species of fungi. Among these are the Mucor mu-edo
